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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 0-26 
are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the , 
specification none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or 
suggest the combinations of limitations specified in the independent claims. As to 
claims 10, 1 9, 23, 11, 25, 1 2-1 4,20, the prior art of record does not teach a 
microcomputer coupled to the memory, the microcomputer operable to execute 
computer program instructions, the computer program instructions including: judging, 
based on contents of the message field, whether or not the information received from 
the one communication bus is information that should be transmitted to the other 
communication bus; and transmitting said received information to the other 
communication bus when said received information is judged to be the information that 
should be transmitted. 

As to claims 15, 21, 24, 16, 26,17,18, 22, the prior art of record does not teach 
(a) judging, by a microcomputer, based on contents of the message field of the 
communication data, whether or not the information received from the one 
communication bus is the information that should be transmitted to the other 
communication bus; and (b) performing filtering, by the microcomputer, to transmit the 
received information to the other communication bus when in the step (a) the received 
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information is judged to be the information that should be transmitted. Any comments 
considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the 
issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. 
Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
